Von Hindenburg Plans
to Cateh Slavs Be-
tween Two Walls of
“Nut Cracker.”

Teuton Armies to Advance on
Warsaw From
South in Hope of Driving
Foes Before Them and Ef-
fecting Junction.

LONDON, July 14

Abandoning for the preeent thelr at-
tempt to outflank Warsaw from the south,
the Germans, probably under Fleld
Marshal von Hindenburg, who is reported
to have mald a few daye ago that he
would moom -astontah the world, have re-
newod thelr attack on the Polish capital
from the norlh,

They hove not only captured many
prisoners south of Kolno, aceording to Lhe
report lssusd by Berlln yesterday, but

have ocoupled Przasnysz, a fortified town
60 mlles north of Warsaw, taken by von
Hindenburg In his great drive from East
Prudilia last winter, but retaken by tha
Rusalans in thelr counter-offensive.

This clanlm s partly confirmed by the
Russian official report lsmued yesterday,
which stated that the Russinns in the
faca of sirong Germun forces withdrew
to thelr second line of Intrenchiments,

This move has taken the milltary oritica
completoly by surprise. It was generally
supposed that General von Muackenssn
would, with reinforcements, continue his
attempt to reach the Lublin-Cholm rall-
way, thug forcing the evacuation of War-
saw. But, as in all thelr operations, the
Germana have done the unsxpected.
